SAN FRANCISCO -ArecentUS Justice 
Department ruling which granted asylum to 
three Chinese couples because they had 
more then one child has surprised local 
China Scholars and legal experts. 

Under new immigration guidelines, for- 
Imer Attorney General Edwin Meese ap- 
provedinearlyAugustthreeasylumrequests 
by Chinese nationals to remain in the US. 
The new guidelines require immigration 
officials to consider applications for asylum 

Wen-GChipese-ciiazens express-asfteaf:of 
persecution upon returnm to 《China) . .be- 
cause they refuse to abort a Dregnancy OF 
resist Sterilization”after the birth of one 
child. 

The ruling reversed an earlier denial to 
extend the Stay ofaChineserationalcouple 
in ArizonawWhohadbeenrepeatedlyasKkedby 
Chinese 5ovemment officials to abort 3 
Pregnancy. The Woman refused, even when 
govermment offlcials told her during her 
third trimester She Should retumn to China to 
have an abortion. 

The asylum issue ls expected to have the 
most impact on Chinese Students in the US 
on J-1 visas, in which US law requires Stu- 
dents toreturntotheircountry aftercomplet- 
ing their Studies if the Chinese g0vernment 
has helped finance their education. 

No more than 20,000 Chinese are allowed 
toimmigratetotheUs from mainland China 
each year Under the Preference System, ac- 
cordingtoSEFDistrictDirectorDavid Ilchert 
of the US Immigration and Naturalization 
9Service. Asylum is granted when there is a 
well-founded fear of persecution for Tace， 
religion，nationality，political opinion Or 
Social grounds 一 not for economaic reasons. 

Legal Scholars are puzzled over the US 
Justice Department s choice of ruling on 
grounds of “asylum” in the decision. 

Bl Ong Hing, Stanford law school pro- 
fessorandDirectoroftheImmigrationLegal 
Resource Centerin SF, wasnotfamiliar with 
thecase,butsaidhesupports therulingonthe 
gounds that China's birth control policy 
interferes with the fundamental human right 
of privacy. However, he criticized the deci- 
Sion to label it “asylum.” 

“The decision represents the hypocrisy of 
the Department of Justice,” saiG Ong Hing， 


commenting that the decision appears to be 
more a SOcial rather than apolitical decision. 
The Us govermnment consistently denles asy- 
lum to people from El Salvador Guatemala 
and Hait, labeling their fight to the US to 
avoid political persecution in their home- 
lands as econormic persecution，which does 
not qualify for asylum, said Ong Hing. 

Its totaly inconslistent in the way they 
apply asylum,， said Ong Hing, who believes 
the decision may have been an anti-Commiu- 
nist moOve to attack China.

“All the scholars should know the govern- 
ment DoSition because they are Chinese na- 
tonals，”Ssald Peng, noting that the policy is 
“not a law”but a voluntary policy.“Those 
Who come abroad understand our policy.” 

Deborah Wade, a SpOokesperson forthe US 
Department of Justice in Washington，DC， 
told 有 ast 环 est this week that the Justice 
Department Position ls Consistent with the 
policy to grant asylum to those who “fear 
persecution Or fear for their lives.”Wade 
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Distrust of the media won two new re- 
Cruits last week after the SP Chromnicle 
publishedafrontpagestoryby Staffreporter 
Jamcs Leung on the issue of Chinatown 
Prcscrvation vs. housing needs.

The Chinese 
Press translated the Leung story So that the 
Chinese readimnmg public has also becen made 
aware of Choy s Seeming insensSltiVity. 

Choy was depicted as a man who wanted 
to Sce all of Chinatown preserved. On the 
other Slide was Chung and ahost of China- 
town renters who live in Substandard hous- 
ing. Chung's dramatic quote，“ Mnust thou-

Standard housing toO Please conservation- 
jstsS2”Wwas Used not once but twlce 一 in 
Leung's8/22storyandagaininaCAnromzicle 
editorial on 8/29. 

But there was Something wrong. Choy 


claimshedidnotknowLeung was interview- 
inghim forastoryonhousing.(E/ 妈 8/23). He 
SaysthatLeungtold him he was doing astory 
onthe preservation ofChinatown. Choy now 
accuses Leung of “an extremely dishonest 


piece of journalism (see letterbelow) and of 
Setting him up to be the“fall guy” in a Sensa- 
tonallized story about Chinatown. 

Chung also feels that Leung manipulated 
factstocreateaconfrontationbetweenherself 
and Choy.

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Is Sherwin T. Chan Up to the Task 
Of US Civil Rights Commissioner ? 


The presidential appointment of Sherwin 
T. Chan of Los Angeles to the US Commis- 
Sion On Civil Rights represents another his- 
toric moment for Asian Americans. It ls the 
firstttmeinthecommission"S31-yearhistory 
thatan Asian American has been named toiit. 

But is it enough 一 外 ven the tenor and 
complexities of racial and ethnic politics of 
the late 1980s 一 to simiply have an Asian 
American appointed to ahigh-profile federal 
panel Or is it more Important to have the 
mostqualified Asian American regardless of 
political leaningSs? 

Chan's appointment hasn't been univer- 
sally applauded in the Asian American coimz 
munity. That fact alone is worth noting, be- 
cause it demonstrates a diversity of political 
thinking within the fast-growing Asian 
American community. 

The White House announced the appoint- 
ment during the Republican National Con- 
vention in New Orleans. Chan fills the unex- 
pired term (which goesto December 1989) of 
Clarence Pendleton，who was the commis- 
Sion chair until his death in June. Pendleton， 
a black businessman from San Diego，was 
widely criticlzed by the civil rights commn- 
nity because of his conservative viewS. In- 
deed, many in the civil rights community 
lamenttheloss ofprestige,independenceand 
lcadership of the commission during the 
Reagan yearS. 

Who is Sherwin T. Chan and how did he 
win Such apresumably prestigious presiden- 
tal apPointment; 

Chan ls a 65-year-old aerospace engineer 
who'slongbeenactiveintheChineseAmeri- 
can Community in Los Angeles. In a phone 
intervicw last week, he told me he has been 
acuve with thc Chinese Consolidated Be- 
neyolcnt Association. He has worked to ob- 
taxunding from the cityofLos Angeles for 
Cainaltown Summer youth programs and has 
besa a board member of the UCLA Interna- 
tonal Student Center. 

ILis Chan's political activities, however， 
that probably won him his appointment. 

Whcn I askcd him when he first became 
involvcd in Republican politics，he said it 
datecdbacktothe 1950s, when he campaigned 
for Sam Yorty who's been both a congresS- 
man and Los Angeles mayor. Chan Said that 
hc was rcgistercd as an independent，but 
whcn Yorly Switched his party affiliation to 


Republican from Democrat Chan became a 
Tegistered Republican at about the“same 
tme frame.” 


RAISED OVER $S0,000 

Chan said he became active with the Re- 
publican party in 1979, and over 3 10-year 
period, he contributed about $1,500 a year. 
He chaired or co-chaired fundraising efforts 
thatyieldedmorethan$50,000overthattime 
period for Republican causes，including 
Reagan, Bush and Deukmejian campaigns. 

He denies that his political actvities were 
primarily responsible forhis appointment to 
thecivilrights commission.“Iliketoassume 
thatIhave the proper background' "for serv- 
ing on the once-Tespected and once-inde- 
pendent panel.“All community service is a 
branch of civil rights，he said. His work for 
Chinatown youth orUCLA Asian American 
Students were “all civil rights related.” 

He said he hasn thad a chance to “get my 
feetwetyeb butonce he does,he'lilookinto 
Specific civil rights issues related to Asian 
Americans. He was reluctant to_ cite any 
Specifics, however.

When Iaskedhim aboutaffirmative action 
and the related“glass _ ceilling”1lssue，Chan 
Said “Idon'tbelieveingquotas...butabasic 
goal Should beno discrimination on the basls 
of sex, Trace, religion or country of origin. 
Being Asian, Im sensitive to lssues of deal- 
ing with Asians.ImChinese,butmyrespon- 
Sibility willbeto covertheentire Spectrum of 
AsSians.” 

The reaction to the Chan appointment 
from Asian Americans who'vebeen activein 
Clvil Tights issues 一 who happen to be 
Democrats,by the way 一 has been less than 
enthusiastic. 

One political activist in Sacramento Said 
Succinctly，“Never heard of him.” Another， 
Maeley Tom, who is deputy director of the 
Dukakis California campaign, Said it is im- 
portant to have Asian Americans Serve on 
federal panels“but it's an insult to all the 
qualified Asian;*Pacific Americans to be 
Slighted by the appointment of a person 
WwWho's not qualified.” 

Tomsaidshe'dsupporttheappointmentof 
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aRepublican civilrights activist. 9he said her 
criticism of the Chan choice has nothing to 
do with party affiliation. It has to do with 
qualifications.”Chan, she said, has not been 
active in the civil rights movement and “he 
isSntknown in the Asian Paclfic community 
for his contributions to affirmative action OF 
civil Tights 1SSueS.” 

Inshorb TomcalledtheChan appointment 
“too little, too late and too tranSparent， Te- 
ferring to the choicebythe White House of a 
California Asian American at atime when 
the presidential campaign ls beginning to 
heatup and when California has been identi- 
fied as a crucial State. 

One Souther California political activist， 
aDemocrat, said “Idon'tthinkktheselection 
of Sherwin Chan excited anyone.”This 
person didn't want to be publicly identified 
because of political sensitivities. 

SusanLeeusedtobeastaffattorney on the 


civil rights commission. She is alsoaformer 


executive director of the National Demo- 
cratic Council of Asian and Pacific Ameri- 
cans. She said“I don'tthink it's the correct 
way of doing things by appointing just any 
Asian American (to a federal commaisslion). 
Itsgoodthatapersonis ofAsian descentb but 
youhaveto getthemostqualified candidate， 
one who understands civil rights issues.… 

She Sald she didn't really know much 
about Chan's background or his civil rights 
record. But, She added, if President Reagan 
wanted to make ameaningful Asian Ameri- 
can appoimntment to the civil rights commis- 
Sion, he would have done so long ago. Lee 
Said her group has lobbied the White House 
for years to make such an appointment， 


CHAN'S SUPPORTERS 

Chan has his Supporters. One is Henry 
Yee;,anaccountant who's making his second 
runatacity councilseatin HuntingtonBeach 
in Southern Califormnia. Yee, a Republican， 
Said Chan is “adaptable . . . very Smart”In 
Yee S view, aperson need not have Specific 
knowledge of a subject to qualify for an

John Bunzel, formerpresidentof SanJos | 
State University and now atthe conservative 
Hoover Institution，was 3a clivil rights " 汪 
missioner and 3a conservative Democrat 
whose views clashed with both libe 
Democrats and with those of the late < 
man Pendleton.
